PINELA's home telephone number is 74®“U260, and she would 
be home between 6*30 and 6:30 PM. 

Concerning the placement of the laundry marks on the 
garments In the photo, she sdvlsed this Is where their laundry 
would place thermo-seals to indicate that the clothing was not 
to be starched. 

While Mis 8 PINELA was cooperative, she said It would be 
difficult at this time to fully answer questions because of the 
continuous traffic of customers in and out of the store,requlring 
her attention. 

PINELA furnished additional thermo-seal samples on cloth 
during this interview.
